A representative of the Defense 
Departm ent’s O ffice of Econom ic 
Adjustment w ill be in Lompoc Monday to 
help the city with the development of a 
plan to diversify the local economy, City 
Administrator Gene L. Wahlers reported 
today. 
Chuck Ellington, West Coast regional 
director of the OEA, will tour the city on 
Monday morning and then meet with 
City Council, Economic Development 
Association, Chamber of Commerce, 
Planning Commission, Vandenberg Air 
Force Base and news media represen­ 
tatives at a luncheon meeting for further 
discussions of the project. 
Ellington was assigned to the project 
by W illiam J. Sheehan, director of 
economic adjustment in the office of the 
Assistant Secretary of Defense, in 
response to a call for assistance submit­ 
ted on February 28 by Wahlers. 
In his letter, Wahlers said the request 
was being made in light of cutbacks 
made by the Department of Defense at 
VA FB over the past six years. 
“ Between January, 1970 and February, 
1976. there was a loss of more than 6,000 
jobs at the Vandenberg installation 
(resulting in) a chronic unemployment 
problem in the Lompoc Valley,” Wahlers 
said. 
The current unemployment rate is 11.2 
per cent, a situation that is further 
aggravated by a continuing influx of 
veterans from VA FB seeking jobs in the 
local area, the city administrator told 
Sheehan. 
“ The high unemployment has adverse­ 
ly affected the socio-economic fiber of 
the community and the city has few 
resources with which to deal with the as­ 
sociated problems. This situation may be 
attributed to the impact of Vandenberg 
Air Force Base and it is for this reason 
we are seeking your help,” he concluded 
Sheehan, in a response to Wahlers and 
to Congressman Robert Lagomarsino, 
who also made an appeal for assistance 
on behalf of the City of Lompoc, said. 
“ We are impressed with your city’s ‘self- 
help’ attitude and your planning to diver­ 
sify the economy. 
‘•‘The OEA is prepared to help in your 
efforts to formulate an economic diver­ 
sification plan.” Sheehan said. 
Joining Ellington for the Monday 
luncheon, which will be held at the Lion’s 


Inn. will be Congressman Lagomarsino. 
Wahlers said Ellington’s visit will be 
for the purpose of making a preliminary 
analysis of the city’s economy, industrial 
development potential and economic 
development efforts to date. 
“ In the event the OEA agrees to 
prepare an overall economic adjustment 
plan for Lompoc Valley, it will include a 
review of our resources, and past 
development efforts and will present an 
action plan of specific recommenda­ 
tions. The report will be prepared by the 
OEA at no cost to the city,” Wahlers 
said. 
Chalres Carmichael, executive direc­ 
tor of the Lompoc Economic Develop­ 
ment Association, will conduct the tour 
of local industrial areas, accompanied 
by Community Development Director 
Jack Lam and inistrative assistant 
Rocky Fluhart. 
“ Development of an overall economic 
adjustment plan certainly doesn’t 
guarantee instant results in diversifying 
our economy but it will be a valuable tool 
in providing additional information and 
guidance to the city, the EDA and the 
Chamber of Commerce toward achiev­ 
ing our goal,” Wahlers said. 
Wahlers pointed out that joint efforts 
have been intensified toward industrial 
development in the past six months, 
resulting in a $100,000 federal grant to 
construct street and utility improve­ 
ments for an industrial project and an 
agreement with a property owner to con­ 
struct 20,000 square feet of industrial 
building space to be financed by a 
developer Offsite improvements will be 
provided through the use of the grant 
funds. 
“ These projects, which have the poten­ 
tial for becoming the initial develop­ 
ments of an industrial park, provide the 
city with an advantage not previously 
available to our industrial development 
program.” Wahlers said. 
“ As these projects develop, we of 
course need businesses to occupy them 
and this is where we are hopeful that the 
OEA will assist us by preparing an 
overall economic development action 
plan to bring new industries to Lompoc 
Valley to help diversify our economy and 
provide jobs for our citizens,” Wahlers 
concluded.

The county’s effort will begin with 
deliberations of a County Water Agency 
Advisory subcommittee in Solvang at 1 
p.m.; the city will tackle the question at 
a regular Water Commission meeting 
which is scheduled for Lompoc City Hall 
at 7:30 p.m 


A five-member subcommittee, headed 
by Thomas G. Nielsen of Solvang. will 
study proposals for submission to the 
Water Agency’s full advisory commit­ 
tee No timetable for the effort has been 
announced 
With Nielsen, who repre­ 
sents the Fourth Supervisorial District; 
will be Joan Kerns, first district; Max­ 
well C. Pellish. second district; Dr 


Linda Phillips, third district; and Curtis 
Tunnell. fifth district. Tunnell has two 
alternates: Santa Maria Mayor Elwin E. 
Mussel!; and Reese N Riddiough, Santa 
Maria director of public works. 
Both city and county actions are in line 
with appeals by Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.. for water conservation proposals — 
proposals that local entities are willing 
to promote and to implement

Senate votes adoption 
of new code of ethics 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate 
today voted 86 to 9 to adopt a code of 
ethics with sweeping requirements for 
disclosure of members’ personal income 
and curtailment of their outside earn­ 
ings 
The measure, which had strong sup­ 
port from President Carter and was 
backed by leaders of both parties, is 
similar to a code of conduct approved by 
the House month ago. 
In a last test before the final vote, the 
Senate voted 63 to 31 to kill a proposal by 
Senate Republican Leader Howard 
Baker, who wanted a “ sunset” provision 
limiting the code’s life to 1981 
Baker said his intent was to force the 
Senate to reconsider the action it was

Despite widespread support for the 
code, some members opposed it to the 
end—mainly because of the controver­ 
sial provision putting a $8.625 yearly 
lim it on outside earnings from 
speechmaking and other activities. 
Senators are paid $57,500 a year for their 
official duties. 


Even before the vote, supporters of the 
code were confident it would pass and 
said they felt it was both adequate and 
vital Much of the code also will apply to 
top staff aides and Senate officers. 


Democratic Leader Robert Byrd of 
West Virginia called the code “ good, 
toutfi.” He said. “ I think it’s absurd that 
the Senate has to demean itself by 
enacting a new code,” but “ I think it's 
necessary” after Watergate and other 
events created “ a climate of public dis­ 
trust.” 


Republican leader Howard Baker of 
Tennessee said, “ I think you have to pass 
this code ... it’s essential” because of 
"the temper of the times ” 


PA R IS (U P I) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance wanned today that Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko has 
threatened “ to change the whole basis” 
of the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
by raising the question of a ban on U.S. 
forward bases in Europe and the 
Mediterranean. 
“ If they should pursue that idea, then 
it would change the whole basis of 
SA LT ,” he told reporters traveling 
aboard his plane en route from London to 
Paris 
Vance arrived in Paris at 10:13 a m 
EST to report to the French government 
on his abortive Moscow disarmament 
talks 
“ 1 the past, as you know, the question 
of forward-based systems and the Soviet 
equivalent...have never been included, 
and therefore, if this were to be in­ 
terjected into the SALT talks it would be 
a total change from the past," Vande 
said. 
He added that the Soviet side raised 
this question — potentially undoing their 
concessions at the 1974 Vladivostok talks 
to keep U S forward-based systems out 
of the U S -Soviet strategic arms talks 
Vance said he replied to Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev’s challenge in much the 
same terms he was using in his remarks 
to American newsmen 
The Secretary of State conceded the 
comprehensive 
U S . 
disarmament 
proposal would give the United States “ a 
slight advantage” in numbers of 
warheads, but would leave the Soviet 
Union with a slight advantage in “ throw 
weight” — the amount of warhead 
payload Russia could hurl at the United 
States 


He said the United States had softened 
its position on restraining the controver­ 
sial Soviet “ Backfire” bomber, 


And he asserted the proposal would 
freeze qualitative improvements. 


" I think this is terribly important,” 
Vance said 
His rem arks were in 
response to questions about Gromyko's 
Moscow news conference Thursday in 
which he said the United States was try* 
ing to gain special advantages in arms 
control. 


Vance flew to Paris from London 
where he pledged anew the United 
States's “ fullest support” for Britain's 
efforts to bring about a peaceful change­ 
over to black majority rule in Rhodesia. 


A Foreign Office spokesman said 
Vance did so in a three-hour meeting 
with Foreign Secretary David Owen and 
other British officials Friday, devoted 
mainly to southern African problems. 
“ There was fundamental agreement 
between the two sides on their analysis 
on issues involved,” the spokesman said. 
“ The United States indicated its fullest 
support for the objectives of Mr. Owen’s 


trip to southern Africa.” 
Owen leaves April 10 for a six-day sw­ 
ing through southern Africa. 
The Foreign Office said his purpose is 
“ to familiarize himself with the situa­ 
tion on the spot and to meet some of the 
personalities involved, with a view to 
continuing to promote our long term 
objective of bringing about a peaceful 
solution in Rhodesia.”

Carter’s chief foreign affairs adviser to­ 
day accused the Soviet Union of making 
“ inaccurate" charges about unsucces­ 
sful arms talks in Moscow and warned 
that Carter will not shut up on human 
rights to get a new strategic arms agree­ 
ment. 
Zbigniew Brzezin ski also told 
reporters Carter sought an historic cut­ 
back in nuclear arms and even offered to 
negotiate with the deadly U.S. cruise 
missile, but the Russians rejected “ a 
giant step” step toward capping the 
arms race.

Kicking off an apparent White House 
drive to get the world behind Carter’s 
drive for an arms cutback agreement, 
Brzezinski also said in a television inter­ 
view earlier today: 
— Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko used “ strong, 
inaccurate" 
language in a press conference attacking 
the Moscow negotiations Thursday. 
— The United States will not abandon 
its Western European allies, who, he 
said, are under a Soviet m issile 
umbrella 
— And Carter will not trade human 
rights for an arms deal. 


“ I think if SALT is dependent on the 
United States having to deny itself the 
right to affirm these belieffs, then it is 
not worth it,” he said on the NBC-TV To­ 
day program 


At the later briefing, he said Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance made it clear to to 
the Soviets that the United States would 
consider arrangements for putting the 
Russian Backfire Bomber and deadly- 
accurate U S Cruise missile in the non- 
s tra te g ic class, lim itin g th eir 
capabilities and production 


The Soviets want to neutralize the 
Cruise missile, which carries a nuclear 
warhead and can travel under Soviet 
radar defenses. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Unemploy­ 
ment returned to a post-recession low of 
7.3 per cent in March as many workers 
were recalled from layoffs caused by the 
nation’s severe winter, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The 0.2 per cent drop brought jobles­ 
sness down to the level established last 
January before the nation was hit by un­ 
usually cold weather. The decline oc­ 
curred entirely among adult men, most 
of whom had been laid off by the 
weather. 
Despite problems created by the 
weather and winter-related energy shor­ 
tages, the economic recovery apparently 
has resumed following a so-called 
“ pause” in late 1976. Other economic 
statistics also show evidence of healthy 
expansion. 
Some 7.1 million Americans were un­ 
employed in March. The 7.3 per cent un­ 
employment rate of January and March 
was the lowest since the nation began to 
recover from the worst days of the 
recession in 1975. 
Total employment rose for the fifth 
straight month to 89.5 million, an in­ 
crease of about 500,000 over February. 
Thus some 56.7 per cent of the nation’s 
population was employed—the highest 
percentage in 29 months. 
The average duration of unemploy­ 
ment also fell to 14 weeks, the lowest 
level in nearly two years. And the 
number of persons forced to accept part- 
time employment was down by 160.000 to 
3.3 million. 
Discouraged workers — those who 
have given up looking for work—declined 
to an average level of 930,000 during the 
first quarter, reversing a trend during 
the last half of 1976. 
Just as the weather had caused un­ 
employment to rise to 7.5 per cent in 
February, the thaw was chiefly responsi­ 
ble for the decline in March. 
The Labor Department said the reduc­ 
tion also took place entirely among men. 
Unemployment fell to 5.4 per cent for 
men, an 0.4 per cent decline. 
Joblessness held steady at 7.2 per cent 
for women. Teen-agers experienced a sl­ 
ight increase, but blacks also benefited 
from a 0.4 per cent drop 
Demos miffed 
by Carter 
appointments 


W A S H IN G T O N ( U P I ) - The 
Democratic National Committee, miffed 
by President Carter’s appointments, to­ 
day unanimously adopted a resolution 
asking the White House to give state 
Democratic parties a stronger voice in 
filling federal jobs. 
The resolution was adopted by the par­ 
ty’s Association of State Chairmen and 
was brought up before the full national 
committee without debate or opposition. 
After it was approved, Richard Ista, 
the North Dakota state chairman, said 
the White House recently announced two 
appointments from his state — one went 
to the Republican national commit- 
teewoman and the other to the 
Republican state chairman. 
Ista apparently referred to Jende 
Wheeler, who was appointed to the 
National Commission on the Observance 
of International Women’s Year. It could 
not immediately be determined who the 
second appointee was. 
This news provoked some hissing and 
booing and Democratic National 
chairman Kenneth Curtis said, " I will 
take this matter to the White House and 
try to get you an answer as soon as I 
can.” 
The resolution came up as the commit­ 
tee worked toward selection of 25 new at- 
large members and also of members for 
several key party committees and com­ 
missions 
$90.000 predicted 
as new home prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI» - Within nine 
years from now, the median priced new 
house will cost almost $90,000 and the 
average down payment will be close to 
$23.000, driving nearly half of the young 
families out of the market. 


The figures were given the Senate 
Banking Committee Thursday by Ken­ 
neth T Rosen, professor of economics 
and public affairs at Princeton Univer­ 
sity 


He said the nation is in a “ housing 
crisis of unprecedented proportions" and 
the “ American Dream of universal home 
ownership is virtually dead.” 


Already, he said home ownership is 
available only to the “ fortunate few,” 
and excludes most low and middle in­ 
come households, minorities and young 
families.” 


He estimated a $90,000 home with 
$23,000 down payment by 1906, based on a 
7 per cent inflation rate in the overall 
economy and 10 per cent in the housing 
market, and average mortgage interest 
rates of 10 7 per cent.

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Newsman queried 
on assassination 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House Assassinations Commit­ 
tee today questioned a Dutch 
journalist who claim s Lee 
Harvey Oswald was involved in 
a conspiracy with anti-Castro 
Cubans and “Texas oilmen" to 
kill John F. Kennedy 
The newly reconstituted com­ 
mittee scheduled a closed ses­ 
sion after Willem Oltmans 
made his allegations on the 
NBC-TV’s Today program. 
Oltmans said his source was 
George De Mohrenschildt, a 
Russian-born language profes­ 
sor who committed suicide in 
Palm Beach, Fla., Tuesday. 
Oltmans said De Mohrenschildt 
was one of the conspirators. 
Oltmans. who testified in 
private before the committee 
last month, told NBC this morn­ 
ing that De Mohrenschildt 
killed him self rather than 
testify. He said the conspiracy 
ring included “ anti-Castro 
Cubans and Texas oilmen.” 
A committee investigator 
was in Palm Beach trying to 
contact De Mohrenschildt, who 
had a previous hospital record 
as a mental case, when he died 
Oltmans also appeared today 
on the ABC-TV Good Morning 
America program, where he 
said the late Texas millionaire 
H. L Hunt, the CIA and FBI 
were involved in the Kennedy 
conspiracy.

Senate approves 
death penalty 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
B ackers of a m ajor death 
penalty bill, which won easy ap­ 
proval in the Senate, are now 
gearing up for a fight in the As­ 
sembly where the m easure 
faces an uncertain fate in the 
Criminal Justice Committee 
The bill (SB155) by Senate 
Republican 
leader George 
Deukmejian. of Long Beach, 
was approved on a 29-10 vote 
Thursday, two more than the 
required two-thirds majority — 
the same margin needed to 
override a promised veto by 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr. 
But Deukmejian said despite 
the two-thirds majority, which 
he termed "a clear sign” to the 
governor that the legislature 
favored capital punishment, he 
could not depend on the vote 
holding steady in an override 
fight 
The legislators debated the 
emotional issue for just two 
h o u rs b e fo re 
te le v is io n 
cam eras and a packed visitors' 
gallery, a contrast to lengthy 
debates on the death penalty in 
the past. 
Brown's office said the gover­ 
nor had no comment on passage 
of the measure 
The bill, strongly supported 


by law enforcem ent, would 
provide death for murder com­ 
m itted under “ special cir­ 
cumstances." such as murder 
by torture or during the com­ 
mission of a rape or other 
crime. 
In an attem pt to meet U.S. 
Supreme Court guidelines, the 
bill also would allow defendants 
found eligible for the death 
penalty to offer "m itigating cir- 
c u m sta n c e s" w hich could 
result in a lesser sentence. 
If a defendant, for example, 
could prove he was “substan­ 
tially" influenced by another 
person or under the influence of 
drugs, he could be sentenced to 
life in prison without possibility 
of parole instead of death in San 
Quentin Prison’s gas chamber. 
The bill now requires a two- 
thirds vote or 54 votes in the As­ 
se m b ly . but it could be 
amended to require a simple 41- 
vote majority for passage A 
two-thirds vote is needed to 
override a veto. 
“ I'm convinced we have a 
majority for the bill, and hope 
fo r 
th e 
t w o - t h i r d s . ” 
D eukm ejian told rep o rters 
when asked the bill's chances in 
the Assembly. 
“ Why should a few people 


thwart the will of the majority 
both in the legislature and 
among the people9" 
B ut 
C r im in a l 
J u s t i c e 
C om m ittee C hairm an 
Ken 
Maddv. R-Fresno. said his com­ 
mittee appears split at 5-4 in 
favor of legislation to impose a 
life without possiblity of parole 
prison te rm on convicted 
murderers. 
He said although he hoped a 
consensus bill could be moved 
out of the committee he would 
add Deukmejian’s measure to a 
list of nine Assembly proposals 
scheduled for a hearing on April 
11 when lawmakers return from 
a week-long Easter recess 
In 1973. a Deukmejian bill 
reinstating the death penalty 
was bottled up in the commit­ 
tee for five months before it 
was sent to the floor 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
sembly D em ocratic leaders 
Thursday handed Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown J r a sweeping tax 
reform plan to provide $712 
million in relief for homeown­ 
ers and renters and permit 
local governments to impose in­ 
come taxes. 
The proposal was immediate­ 
ly assailed by Assembly Repub­ 
lican Leader Paul Priolo, who 
said it did not come to grips 
with the basic problem of 
limiting government spending 
Supporters contended 
the 
plan would not req u ire a 
statewide general tax increase, 
but instead would give local 
governm ents the choice of 
levying their own income tax. 
which would be a maximum 15 
per cent of what an income tax­ 
payer owes the state 
One provision, designed to 
raise $210 m illion for the 
program, would increase in­ 
come taxes to those making 
over $37,000 The maximum in­ 
crease would be 4 per cent to 
those making $55,000 and over. 
The proposal was delivered to 
the governor by Speaker Leo T 
McCarthy and Assemblyman 
Willie Brown, chairman of the 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee Assemblyman Brown said 
he was encouraged by the 
governor's reaction 
Some legislative observers 
felt the proposal would be the 
major homeowner property tax 
and renter relief bill this year 
Assemblyman Brown felt it had 
an “excellent chance" of pass­ 
ing 
The relief package hinges on 
the approval of a constitutional 
amendment which supporters 
expect to bring before Cali­ 
fornia voters next June The 
amendment would allow local 
income taxes and permit coun­ 
ties to "split the tax rolls" and 
impose different tax rates on 
residential and business proper­ 
ties. 
Priolo said "Obviously I am 
not opposed to property tax 
relief but 1 have heard these tax 
shift schemes before and it is 
usually the average income guy 
who gets stuck with the bill I 
intend to work to insure that 
doesn’t happen this tim e." 
Under the proposal, forged by 
the committee, cities and coun­ 
ties would be allowed for the 
first time to impose a personal 
income tax as long as 75 per 
cent is used for property tax 
relief for homeowners and 25 
per cent for the operation of 
government 
The plan calls for the state to 
directlv "buv out" about one-

on cause of Vietnam 'fragging' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A psychiatric study says most 
GI’s who “fragged” superiors during the Vietnam war were 
military volunteers from broken homes, had no political con­ 
victions and had been using drugs at the tim e of the attacks. 
“ Fragging” was a euphemism for violent attacks and boo­ 
by traps, using hand grenades and explosives. 
Such attacks on officers and sergeants became widespread 
in the late years of the war. They reached a total of close to 
800 between 1969 and 1972 and many caused deaths. A 
number of the attackers were never caught. 
This compares with 370 violent incidents against superiors 
which reached court m artial trials in all of World War II. 
Dr. Thomas Bond, a Harvard medical school psychiatrist, 
conducted the study while serving at the Army prison at Ft. 
Leavenworth. Kan., where some of those convicted of fragg­ 
ing crimes are serving term s. A summary of his report was 
reprinted in the current issue of Army magazine. 
The Army has never released much information about the 
Vietnam fraggings and disillusionment and antiwar feelings 
were commonly thought to be a motivating factor 
But. said Bond, interviews with prisoners at Leavenworth 
indicated this was not the case. Although his study was based 
on only 28 cases, he said the study “can provide some in­ 
sight" into the people “who would choose to perpetrate such 
assaults." 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) 
— Twelve survivors of a jumbo 
jet collision are in "remarkably 
good spirits” despite serious in­ 
juries and doctors say they 
have started what is expected 
to be a long recovery period. 
An official at Brooke Army 
Medical Center, a renowned 
bum treatm ent facility, said 
the first two days were the 
most important in surviving ex­ 
tensive burns — but he also said 
infection could interfere with 
recovery at almost any point. 
“All are stable,; all had a 
restful night," Maj. Richard 
Treat said Thursday. “ Usually 
the first two days are most im­ 
portant because the greatest 
changes in the cardio-vascular 
system can occur those two 
days.” 
Treat said medics continually 
a d m in is te r 
a n tib a c te ria l 
cleansing solutions and creams 
to the wounds. He said after 
recoveries had been sufficiently

The department Thursday is­ 
sued a 104-page report in rebut­ 
tal to arguments in an EPA 
proposal to prohibit use of 
strychnine and 1080 It said the 
argum ents “ are not valid under 
California conditions" 
which 
require strict regulation of use 


The report said the two 
materials have been used in 
agricultural pest control for 
more than 30 years in California 
without adverse effects on non­ 
target species or human health 


“With the use of strychnine 
and 1080. it has been possible to 
prevent over $358 million (in 
damages) to California agricul­ 
ture without significant impact 
on non-target wildlife.” said the 
report, adding animal pest pop­ 
ulations annually cause $93 5

for animals, green and yellow for com 
plants 
The concluding Navajo prayer of 
thanksgiving: “ Jesus Christ, young man 
leader. Holy Highest One’s son being, 
now your offering I ’ve made—smoke

Nat Fast 


I’ve made Today your child I became — 
today your grandchild I became Just to 
me you say, I’ll do your way I will 
follow; just as I pray to you. you do it, 
watch over me From wood stream, to 
me be peace, grass from under to me be 
peace, from little winds, to me be peace, 
from passing rains, to me be peace, from 
passing thunders to me be peace. Just by 
me, dew let fall just by me, pollen let 
form. Before me peace, behind me peace 
long-life-walking may I be, after peace 
may I be. Peace has returned. Peace has 
returned.’’

A one-month experimental ef­ 
fort to help clean up the down­ 
town area of Solvang will begin 
tonight under the sponsorship of 
the retail merchants division of 
the Solvang Business Assn.. of 
which Ed Dotz is director. 
Under the plan, a profes­ 
sional sidewalk and parking lot 
cleaner w ill go over the 
sidewalks and curbs in the 
business section twice weekly. 
The cleaning will be done at 
night on Fridays and Sundays, 
which cleanup com mittee 
members Gary Mullins, Jack 
Faust and Dean Adams, say is 
just before and after the 
weekend crowds are in Solvang. 
The cleaning will be done by 
high pressure air which pushes 
dirt and debris into the curb 
where it will be swept up and 
removed. 
In a letter to SBA members 
signed jointly by the committee 
chairmen, it was said that “ this 
method cleans better than 
sweeping and is ecologically 
superior to hosing The trial 
period will be financed by 
voluntary contributions from 
those of you willing to support 
such an effort to beautify our 
community. The length of the 
test will depend on the amount 
of money received. We had a 
preliminary cost estimate of 
$400 a month to clean about 10 
downtown blocks.’’

Bowie Kuhn keeps saying 
he’ll act with dispatch whenever or 
wherever he finds any case of conduct 
not in the best interests of Baseball. 
Nice speech 
Since I’m sure he’s aware haste and 
speed are synonymous with dispatch. I 
wonder who’s sitting on his hands 
because so far he has taken no action 
w h a tso ev er regard in g the Frank 
Lucchesi-Len Randle affair. 
Five days have passed since the 50- 
year-old manager of the Texas Rangers 
was sent to a hospital of a result of a 
physical beating from one of his players, 
who was enraged because he felt he 
wasn’t playing enough. The Rangers 
have suspended the 28-year-old Randle 
for the time being and Kuhn says he has 
been in contact with them and is 
satisfied with the procedure being 
followed. 
The commissioner, it seem s to me. is 
rather easily satisfied, particularly in a 
case as serious as this one. 
What’s he waiting for? To see the 
films? 
How can he simply sit back and say 
this is a club matter'* There are matters 
transcending club jurisdiction 
which 
fairly cry out for action by a higher 
authority in baseball, and certainly this 
has to be one of them Has Bowie Kuhn 
forgotten about a previous commis­ 
sioner who came to be laughed at over 
the frequency with which he side-stepped 
one sticky issue after another by saying 
it was a league matter? 
Kuhn acted with great dispatch when 
Charlie Finley tried to sell Vida Blue, 
Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers. He came 
down on Finley with both feet by block­ 
ing the sales within 24 hours 
The commissioner maintains he is not 
an “owners’ man" even though they’re 
the ones who hired him and are paying 
his salary. That’s fine But he can’t be a 
“players’ man,” either when he has 
clear-cut evidence one of them has con­ 
ducted himself not in the best interests 
of baseball. 
I once asked Pete Rozelle what he 


thought were a commissioner’s chief 
functions, and he told me he felt a com­ 
missioner had to be completely neutral 
and address himself equally to the needs 
and interests of the game itself, the fans, 
the players and management. It was a 
perfect answer. 
There is an urgent need now for Bowie 
Kuhn to keep baseball from suffering the 
loss of stature it surely will if he simply 
perm its 
a 
com pletely 
unwarranted 
physical assault by a player upon a 
manager, whom he's as duty bound to 
support as much as any player. 
Randle lost his second base job to 
rookie Bump Wills on merit, and nothing 
else 
Isn’t this the very nature of 
baseball? Moreover. Frank Lucchesi is 
the kind of manager who always has had 
his players’ interests at heart. 
The Rangers gave Randle a chance, 
but, Randle didn’t give Lucchesi a 
chance. He hit him when he had one hand 
in his pocket and he was looking down. 
Randle neglected to take a number of 
things into consideration 
One of them is that Frank Lucchesi has 
a special steel plate in his head He was 
pitching batting practice one day while 
managing the Pine Bluff. Ark., club and 
he was hit by a line drive Two holes had 
to be drilled in Lucchesi’s head to relieve 
the pressure on his brain and for days the 
doctors weren’t sure whether he would 
live or die 
He was in the hospital a 
month 
Now the Rangers have word Randle 
would like to make a public apology to 
Lucchesi. Isn’t that generous of him? 
Meanwhile, the Texas manager is hav­ 
ing trouble breathing in an Orlando, F la., 
hospital because of back contusions He 
has heard about the Players' Association 
planning to file a “grievance” against 
the Rangers for suspending Randle and 
that almost stops him altogether.

Salm on fishing 
coming around 


Salmon fishing has finally got to the point where it is profitable 
to go out for the anglers. The fish are hitting in great numbers both 
of the north and the south, but still, private boat owners are have 
the best luck. 
Out of Sea’s Landing, fish up to 25 pounds have been caught, with 
the average about 15. At Port San Luis a 30-pounder was hooked 
last week. 
Wind has been the only drawback, with both ports being blown in 
several times this week. 
Hie California spring turkey season opens Saturday, April 9, 
with prospects for getting a gobbler the best ever, says Harold 
Harper, wildlife management supervisor with the Department of 
Fish and Game in Sacramento. 
Each year about 10,000 turkey hunters take to the field during the 
spring and fall turkey seasons. Recently they have been taking 
home an average of about one-half bird apiece. 
This spring there is a record number of 20,000 or more turkeys 
out there ready to match their wiliness against the turkey hunter. 
During the spring season in California, April 9 - May 1, only 
bearded males can be taken, one bird per day, two per season 
Shooting hours are from sunrise to noon. 
Harper says wild turkeys can be found in most counties from 
Santa Barbara and Kern in the south to the Oregon border. 
Typical turkey country, according to Harper, is an area with an 
oak-pine tree mixture, not too dense in brush and with live 
streams. It should have grasses and berries, pine nuts and acorns, 
and insects. Hie terrain should be rolling rather than steep or 
precipitous. 
The largest population of turkeys in the state can be found in the 
northern half of San Luis Obispo County, west of Highway 101. 
Most are found on private lands although some are in Los Padres 
National Forest. 
To attract a suitable tom you should imitate the sound of a hen 
There are dozens of ways to imitate this sound, but the most ef­ 
fective is the box-type which is rubbed to create hen talk 
Other effective calls include yelpers, rattles, slate calls, or for 
the do-it-yourselfers, the barrel of an ordinary pen. 
Remove the top and cartridge of your pen, and then smooch 
rapidly on the small end of the barrel. After a little practice, you’ll 
get what sounds like a series of yelps or gulps. 
Harper recommends being out in the field at break of day, con­ 
cealed in a brushy spot. If possible, wear camouflage clothing 
Listen carefully; turkeys are the noisiest at the crack of dawn 
just before they descend from their tree roosts. 
Go to work on your call and repeat it at three or four-minute in­ 
tervals. If you hear a gobble, freeze and watch carefully. The gob­ 
bler may approach from any direction, and get right on top of you 
before you see it. Don’t expect to work more than one bird a morn­ 
ing 
Before you shoot, make sure the turkey is a bearded male, that is 
a male with a hairlike growth on the upper chest. “The beard is a 
sex characteristic of the turkey.” says Harper. “ It continues to 
grow until old turkeys stumble over it.” 
An old turkey is not necessarily a has-been. A dominant old tom 
is likely to have his choice of a bevy of hens, ranging in age from a 
year oid on. 
Adult toms may weigh as much as 2b pounds. Harper says.

After the Phoenix race, Foyt 
got into a heated argument with 
Tyler Alexander, the McLaren 
crew chief for Rutherford’s 
car. Foyt said Rutherford’s 
English-built Cosworth engine 
was spewing oil on the track 
even after Rutherford was 
black-flagged for it. 
Foyt, of Houston, had another 
beef with his fellow Texan from 


Fort Worth. Foyt said Ruther­ 
ford would not observe the 
“move over” sign and let him 
pass. 
“I did move over,” Ruther­ 
ford said, “and if he’d had 
enough steam, he could have 
gone by.” 
A proponent of the meeting 
was Texas World Speedway 
president R.C. “Dick” Conole. 
“I would hope that those 
drivers involved would reconc­ 
ile their differences before they 
come here this week,” Conole 
said. “We don’t have any inten­ 
tion of having a destruction der­ 
by here nor do we want to see 
auto racing get into being a 
violent sport.”

Subject of the action are 
PCBs. widely used chemical 
compounds found in transfor­ 
mers. brake linings and many 
other products. 
Their presence in water has 
caused restrictions of fishing in 
the Hudson River, in parts of 
the Great Lakes and elsewhere, 
and the Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency estimates that 90 
per cent of all Americans have 
levels of the chemicals in their 
body fat 


The F D A . 
in a n o tic e 
prepared for today’s Federal 
Register, proposed a reduction 
in the amount of PCBs that w ill 
be allowed in several types of 
food 


The new levels would be 1.5 
parts per million in m ilk and 
dairv products (compared to 2 5 
ppm at present i; 3 ppm in 
poultry (5 ppm now). 0 3 ppm 
for eggs <0 5 ppm now); and 2 
ppm (instead of the current 5 
ppm) in fish and shellfish 
The Envronmental Defense 
Fund and the N atural Re­ 
sources Defense Council last 


fall petitioned for reductions as

Dr. Joseph Highland, head of 
EDF's toxic chemicals pro­

"They're going in the right 
direction, clearly." he said, but 
added that they seem not to 
re c o g n iz e th a t th e PCB 
problem is not going to go 
awav He said the EPA has es­ 
timated there are 750 million 
pounds of F*CBs currently in 
service and 150 m illion in small 
doses could enter the environ­ 
ment. and eventually food,

Potentially, he said, there are 
five tim es as many PCBs 
waiting to enter the environ­ 
ment as have already caused 
current problems.

When a diabetic takes a vacation he cannot vacation 
from his disease, but must continue his prescribed 
treatment whether it be watching his diet, taking oral 
anti-diabetic tablets or capsules, or injecting himself 
with insulin Hopefully these ideas will be of help to 
the traveling diabetic 
It is best to refrigerate insulin, but insulin may be 
stored at room temperature for short periods of time 
(a few days or weeks), without loss of potency 
However, it should be kept out of the sun and away 
from heat Storing insulin between layers of clothing 
not only protects it from the extremes of temperature, 
but protects against breakage Freezing causes insulin 
to clump and resuspend improperly, resulting in dif­ 
ficulty in removing a dose from the vial Therefore, if 
freezing occurs tne insulin should be discarded 
Disposable syringes and needles and alcohol swabs 
will make traveling much easier as w ill hand carrying 
several days of all anti-diabetic drugs and supplies 
Then the diabetic will be prepared in case there is 
some unexpected development along the way 
Rvery diabetic should carry an identification card 
and or wear an identification bracelet whether at 
home or vacation By making a little extra prepara­ 
tion. the diabetic w ill enjoy his vacation without com­ 
plications arising because of his disease

Reorganization 


Unruly and unmanageable 
would be the apt description 
of the largest agency in the 
State of California — the 
Department of Health. 
Because of its mammoth 
size and responsibilities, it has 
been under constant attack for 
its inefficiencies, waste and 
mismanagement. 
It is w e l c o m e n e w s , 
therefore, that the Brown Ad­ 
ministration this week put its 
endorsement on a plan to 
abolish the behemoth and split 
its duties among several 
smaller units. 
The Senate Governmental 
Organization Committee has 
taken on the task, the largest 
governmental reorganization 
effort since the comm ittee’s 
inception. 


The most significant change 
to be made would be the scuttl­ 
ing of the largest single arm — 
the D epartm ent of Health 
which employes 22,500 persons 
and spends one-third of the en­ 
tire state budget. 
It would be replaced by four 
separate departments — men­ 
tal and developmental dis­ 
abilities, alcohol and drug 
abuse, public health and 
medical assistance payments. 
Governor Reagan formed 
the Department of Health in 
1970 in the belief that a single 
agency would be more ef­ 
ficient. It is apparently not so. 
We don’t believe that the 
reorganization will instantly 
cure the ills of this massive 
responsibility but it is a step in 
the right direction.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson

Hanafi Muslim siege 


WASHINGTON - The Hanafi Muslim 
siege that traum atized Washington last 
month m ight have been averted. Shortly 
before the harrowing event. Treasury 
agents w ere stopped from raiding Hanafi 
headquarters. 
They wanted to search the hangout for 
illegal firearm s They would have found 
the arsenal, of course, 
t h a t 
th e 
M u s lim 
fanatics later used to 
terrorize 134 hostages. 
Ironically, the raid 
w as blocked by the 
U S. A ttorney’s office 
over the incident that 
later drove the Hanafi 
Muslims to despera­ 
tion. Four years ago, a 
squad of rival Black 
Muslims burst into the 
H anafi h e a d q u a rte rs 
a n d 
b r u t a l l y 
s l ­ 
aughtered seven m em bers of the sect, in­ 
cluding five of leader H am aas Abdul 
K haalis’ children. 
The Justice Dept, sent five Black 
Muslims to prison for the crim e. But 
Khaalis w asn’t satisfied; he wanted eye- 
for-eye retribution 
Agents of the T reasury’s Bureau of 
A lcohol. T o b ac co and F ire a r m s , 
meanwhile, learned that K haalis’ son-in- 
law. Abdul Aziz, illegally possessed 
a 
shotgun, rifle and revolver inside the 
heavily guarded Hanafi compound. The 
agents decided to seize the illegal 
weapons and to arrest Aziz on felony 
weapons charges 
But the U S A ttorney’s office quietly 
requested the Treasury agents to back 
off There were still some loose ends in 
the case against the m urders of K haalis’ 
children. The governm ent attorneys 
wanted a woman in the Hanafi household 
to testify in court. 
Knowing of K haalis’ bitter attitude and 
erratic tem per, they feared he would 
never let the woman testify after his 
headquarters was raided. So they per­ 
suaded the reluctant T reasury agents to 
call off the raid 
Not long afte rw a rd , the brooding 
Kaalis decided the governm ent had not 
done enough to avenge the m urder of his 
five children 
He led his Hanafi com ­ 
mandos in their spectacular assault. 
They shot and bludgeoned their way into 
three Washington buildings and held 134 
hostages for two tense days. 
B elatedly, W ashington police con­ 
fiscated the weapons that the Treasury 
agents presum ably would have found At 
this writing, no lawmen have yet raided 
the Hanafi hangout to find out what other 
weapons m ay be stashed there. 
But the T-men have been asked to 
trace the seized weapons, which have 
provided them with leads to five poten­ 
tial crim inal cases 
Footnote: A spokesman for the U S 
A ttorney’s office acknowledged to our 
a s s o c ia te J a c k M itc h e ll th a t th e 
Treasury agents had been asked to hold 
off arresting Aziz and seizing the illegal 
weapons The spokesman explained that 
the a rrest might have hurt the prosecu­ 
tion of the controversial Hanafi m urder

Mr. Hugh Sidey, Time Inc.’s eloquent 
president-watcher. rem arks that in the 
recent poll registering 71 per cent 
satisfaction with President C arter, a 
substantial body of those interviewed 
gave as their reasons for approving of 
him Mr. C arter’s energy policy, and his 
economic policy. Mr. 
Sidey points out that, 
of course, Mr C arter 
d o es n o t h a v e an 
energy policy (as yet), 
an d 
no e c o n o m ic 
policy in any sense 
related to unemploy­ 
ment Indeed, he had 
no econom ic policy 
other than a $50 tip for 
every A m erican to 
celebrate C arter’s vic­ 
tory in 
N ovem ber. 
What he has is a highly 
successful presidential style, and on this 
much has been written. 
There are those who winced on reading

P resid en t C a rte r’s hostess in 
Clinton, M assachusetts accosted him 
after he cam e in from the town m eeting 
by saying, “ Can we call you Jim m y?” 
Now the problem for people who say 
“Can we call you Jim m y?” is that you 
have to be somebody like Charles de 
Gaulle or John L. Lewis or maybe Stalin 
to say, “ No.” It would have been a 
rather tense evening in Clinton if Mr. 
C arter had looked down at his hostess, 
with his steel blue eyes, and said No, 
then sat down to dinner and the evening * 
chat.

It is not so much the principals who 
su ffe r e m b a rra ssm e n t from o v e r­ 
weening fam iliarity, but third parties.

The 
codification of propriety is protocol, and 
the protocolization of the presidency is 
what Jim m y C arter is waging a war 
against, beginning the mom ent when he 


said that he. “ Jim m y C arter,” swore to 
defend and uphold the Constitution. 
By and large, Am ericans can handle 
inform ality with conviction. The 16-year- 
old in Clinton, M assachusetts, when his 
older brother asked whether they should 
rise when President C arter cam e into 
the room, com m ented. “ No. We kneel.” 
That is the wholesome iconoclastic spirit 
of the m idw estern m ale who, when 
Queen W ilhelmina rem arked on her tour 
of the foreign country that this surely 
was the tallest corn in all the world, 
com m ented laconically. “ You said a 
mouthful. Q ueen.” 


On the whole, the Am erican people are 
healthy, even if they are given to awful 


bouts of lionization. What is unhealthy is 
the effort to mulct a natural relationship 
out of unnatural circumstances. I cannot 
believe that the conversation in Clinton 
that night was truly informative for 
President Carter. What does one learn, 
in those few hours, that one cannot learn 
more authentically by reading the un­ 
selfconscious expressions of the people 
in letters to the editor, in magazines, or 
for that matter in the novels of Saul 
Bellow and John Cheever? 


Mr. Carter’s efforts should be ap­ 
plauded in general principle. But it 
should also be understood. It is, really, 
an effort to stage an unreal situation, to 
breed a synthetic equality.

Largest leech search 
An unusual vacation — in the Amazons 


BERKELEY. Calif. (UPI) - Looking 
for an unusual vacation? University of 
California medical researcher Roy 
Sawyer is seeking a band of hardy adven­ 
turers to accompany him next summer 
while he slogs around the swamps in the 
Amazon delta looking for the world’s 
largest leech. 
For a mere $1.375 plus transportation 
to and from French Guiana you get to 
deal with poisonous South American 
snakes, steaming climate, jungle insects 
and small freshwater parasites that 
enter painlessly through the skin and 
only make themselves known when they 
start eating away the liver. 
On the plus side, you will be aiding 
medical science in the search for the 
leech. Haementeria ghilianii, which is 
likely to become a standard laboratory 
research animal in neurophysiology. 
Biologist Sawyer wants to study and 
collect specimens of Haementeria, 
which reaches 18 inches in length when 
fully extended, as a replacement for the 
Hirudo leech—the same animal used in 
the past to bleed people in hopes of mak­ 
ing them well. 
Hirudo leeches are currently used in 
research to study the nervous system, 
the development of the embryo and are 
the source of the anti-coagulant hirudin 
used for heart patients and for people un­ 
dergoing surgery. 
But as the demand for Hirudo has gone 
up researchers have found it is a difficult 


animal to propagate and, in fact, is now 
an endangered species. 
Sawyer, one of the few leech experts in 
the world, came to the UC Berkeley 
campus a year ago to find a replacement 
for Hirudo and he chose Haementeria. 
He says it breeds easily under 
laboratory conditions, can produce a 
batch of 150 to 300 eggs every four 
months once mature, and has a nervous 
system very similar to Hirudo. 
He also notes the Haementeria eggs 
are large, almost the size of a BB, and 
are far easier to work with than the 
microscopic eggs of other species. 


Like other invertebrates, leeches have 
nerve cells similar to human nerve cells 
with respect to both structure and signal­ 
ing. 


What makes the leech such an ex­ 
c e l l e n t 
r e s e a r c h 
a n i m a l 
in 
neurophysiology is that it has has only a 
small number of nerve cells performing 
any particular function. 


While humans have many nerve cells 
supplying a patch of skin, the leech has 
only one Leeches also have a 34-segment 
body with each segment containing its 
own “brain” or nerve center. Thus in one 
leech researchers can study 34 nearly 
identical brains of just 175 pairs of cells. 
Scientists are currently studying how 
the leech nerve cells work together to 
create muscle movement and are finding 
out how previous activity or a nerve cell 
affects its present performance and how 
nerve cells degenerate. 
Sawyer, who is currently writing what 
will be a major source book on leeches, 
discovered the research possibilities of 
the Haementeria while reading a paper 
on the giant leech written a century ago 
by two French scientists who had studied 
some dead specimens brought back from 
the Amazon region. 
He said the few living leeches he has 
now in his Berkeley laboratory may be 
the only lab specimens in existence and 
his need now is to study the animal in its 


native habitat and collect a larger lab 
colony. 
The average citizen will be able to join 
the 17-day expedition, scheduled for Aug. 
21 through Sept. 6. through an unusual 
campus program called University 
Research Expeditions designed to 
provide the faculty with research funds 
while allowing the general public to join 
the scientists in field expeditions around 
the world. 
The $1.375 is used to defray research 
costs and living expenses of expedition 
members. Sawyer says those elected 
for the trip will be given safety training 
to cut down, if not eliminate, the dangers 
but anyone contemplating the journey 
should expect some hardship. 
He said a mbvie camera buff in­ 
terested in documenting the expedition 
will be especially welcome.

Am ericans write about Am erica 
by Carol 


Capsule reviews prepared by the 
American Library Assn 


If there’s one subject 
Americans love to write 
about, it’s America. 
Political journalist Richard 
Reeves writes about a unique­ 
ly American quadrennial rite 
— the national political con­ 
vention. The "Convention” of 
his title is the July 1976 New 
York City extravaganza from 
which Jimmy Carter came 
forth to head his party’s 
ticket. 
With the assistance of six 
researchers — who roamed 
convention caucuses, floors, 
hotels, streets and cocktail 
parties — Reeves tries to 
show how a convention is 
organized and controlled. Un­ 
fortunately, because he 
focuses on the convention 
sites (i.e. New York and 
Madison Square Garden), in­ 
stead of on the convention 
stars (i.e. Jimmy Carter et 
al) he ends up writing a book 
that pays undue attention to 
the outrageous price of hot- 
dogs and the endless detail of 
how lights, microphones and 
union laborers seldom work­ 
ed. 
Some of this nitty-gritty 
detail is indeed interesting, 
but once you know that it cost 
910 to get a light bulb changed 
and $270 to get a socket mov­ 
ed, you’ll probably be ready to 
move along to other matters. 
Reeves fails to answer a 
central question, although he 
poses it several times: How 
did Carter, who less than a 
year before the convention 
called a press conference to 
which no one came, manage 
to get his party ’s nomination? 
There are, however, some 
fascinating tidbits of informa­ 
tion here; information the 
newspapers and networks 
didn’t report. One of the most 
incredible is Reeve’s descrip­ 
tion of an alleged scheme by 
two of Carter’s staffers, in­ 
cluding his convention coor­ 
dinator, to bug the phones of 
the networks and the other 
candidates. 
Reeves also reports that

opening day Móndale as run­ 
ning mate was a fait ac­ 
compli, Carter continued in­ 
terviewing and continued talk­ 
ing to the press about inter­ 
viewing. The purpose: Keep 
those reporters busy; too busy 
to give Carter any trouble. 
Finally, though, reading 
Reeves’ book is like watching 


the convention on TV -- the 
focus constantly shifts, the 
writer seldom delves. Reeves 
sacrifices substance for sur­ 
face; analysis for glitter. 
"Convention” is frustratingly 
facile and fragmented. 
Just one of the beauties of 
Pu ltizer Prize winning 
Harrison Salisbury’s book 
"Travels Around America,” 
is its flowing, exquisite prose 
and its dedication to tackling 
difficult questions.

Stopping in Canandaigua, 
New York, where his 
ancestors settled in 1802, 
Salisbury finds the once 
serene town reduced to a jum­ 
ble of frozen custard stands, 
drive-in movies and mobile 
home parks. 
“ We are trashing our 
people,” he laments. "W e 
spend out lives making plastic 
Coca-Cola cups ... We beer 
our bellies and glaze our eyes 
before inane TV programs, 
and in the end the funeral 
directors lay us out in syn­ 
thetics and rouge our faces. 
What have we given our coun­ 
try? What have we made of

American excesses, short 
story writer Max Apple 
makes good fun of them. The 
American way of life may be 
strewn with cultural rubble 
and cliches, but still that uni­ 
quely American combination 
of resourcefulness and dumb 
luck keeps us moving along.

Dear M.C.: I believe you 
were probably carrying the 
yarn too tightly as you were 
knitting with the other colors. 
Always hold the yarn not in 
use loosely across the back. 
When carrying a color more 
than 5 or 6 stitches you should 
always twist it in back with 
the first color about midway 
to make sure the second color 
is in place. Continue doing this 
every few stitches. If a color 
changes after about 8 stitches 
it is best to begin with a new 
strand of yarn. Always 
remember to avoid boles in 
your work, bring the new 
color from under and around 
the color just dropped so the 
work lies flat and smooth. 
Hope this will help you for the 
next time. Keep knitting, Judy

Travel advice by toll-free telephone 


Alexander Graham Bell scores again. 
Now it’s travel advice by toll-free 
telephone. 
It works like this: Instead of 
scratching your head wondering where 
you can go for a nice spring roundup and 
buffalo roast, or whether there are any 
ski resorts still active in April, you ring 
up (800 ) 631-1256 and quiz the tourists’ 
new-found friend, the USA Travel Infor­ 
mation Center. 
The center’s modest goal is nothing 
less than to provide up-to-date, factual, 
non-commercial tourism information on 
any region in the country — or, failing 
this, to put you in touch with those who 
can. 
Considering that easy answers and 
good travel information about the United 
States are hard to find, it’s only 
reasonable to ask who is this outfit and 
where has it been all your life? 
It turns out that the center is the 9- 
month-old baby of the U.S. Travel Ser­ 
vice. which in turn is the 16-year-old kid 
of a truly big daddy, the U.S. Commerce 
Department. As to where the center has 
been, “ hiding’’ is a pretty accurate 
answer. 
Commerce dreamed up the U.S. 
Travel Service to sell foreigners on 
“ Discovering America.’’ In order to do 
this job, the Travel Service first had to 
do some discovering itself. It found a 
veritable motherlode of material — long 
lists of “ I ate the whole thing” food 
festivals, the country’s most spectacular 
underwater recreation areas, health 
spas, old-timey railroads that still run, 
ways to visit "Germany,” “ Greece” and 
other “ countries” without venturing 
much beyond your own backyard, how to 
see at least some of America for free. 


Then, thanks to congressional fiat, the 
agency proceeded to mark all this “ FOR 
F O R E I G N 
E Y E S 
O N L Y 
- 
AMERICANS K E E P OUT.” 
Only in the past year was Congress 
persuaded that this ruling was not one of 
its brighter ideas. The taxpayer pays, 
therefore the taxpayers should be en­ 
titled to a peek, and so the center was es­ 
tablished — but deliberately not 
promoted, partly for fear of treading on 
certain sensitive toes. 
“ At first everyone was concerned that 
maybe we’ll be doing something the in­ 
dustry is already doing, and providing in­ 
forma tion might mislead people to 
beieve we’re trying to compete with auto 
clubs and so forth,” explains Barbara 
Slawecki, the project’s manager. “ So the 
purpose was at first to try to help the 
travel agent, because we find that lots of 
travel agents have no experience what­ 
soever in dealing with people who wish to 
travel within this country.” 
For the first three months of opera­ 
tion, the center dealt exclusively with 
travel agents. The next step was to 
decide that what’s “ public” for some 
should be “ public” for all; and since 
August (800) 631-1256 has been accepting 
calls from anyone. The "no promotion” 
plan has continued, though, since there 
has only been money to pay for a small- 
four-line operation that could find itself 
swamped if popularity strikes. 
Obviously there are other limits as 
well. In brief, this is how the center 
works. 
HOURS: 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. Mondays 
through Fridays (Eastern time). Closed 
on federal holidays.

In addition, the operator at the center 
can usually tell callers what the main 
sights are at a given place; give hours of 
operation, tell if there are any car rental 
companies operating there and what’s 
available in the way of rail, air and bus 
transportation, and check to see which 
hotels and motels are nearest to where 
the questioner wants to be. On occasion, 
the operators have also helped with news 
of weather and road conditions. 
Although the center does deal in 
specifics, perhaps its most useful func­ 
tion is as a “ source of sources,” a place 
to find out where to get information on 
national or state parks, budget motels, 
road races and other categories of 
travel-related items.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am a 
17-year-old male, 5 feet 7 and 
weigh 137 pounds. My problem 
is that I am constantly tired. 
During summer I sleep an 
average of 10 to 11 hours per 
day, but during the school 
year I sleep only six to seven. 
I work two nights a week un­ 
til midnight or later. I stay 
away from all junk food and 
e a t only fre s h f r u its , 
vegetables and lean meats. 
My heart rate is 98 to 108 a 
minute and I have started 
jogging to lower it. My 
hemoglobin is above average. 
Please tell me what is wrong 
and how I can feel less tired. 
DEAR READER - Fatigue 
is a symptom of many things. 


It can be a sign of overwork, 
lack of sleep, psychological 
problems, or illnesses such as 
anemia, low thyroid function, 
poor nutrition, tuberculosis, 
cancer or any number of dis­ 
eases. 
Since you are not complain­ 
ing of losing weight, have no 
other complaints and don’t 
have anemia I doubt you have 
a 
se rio u s 
illn ess. 
Nevertheless, the first re­ 
quirement to solving the 
cause of fatigue is a careful 
medical examination. You 
could have diabetes and there 
is no way you would know this 
without tests of your blood 
sugar. 
The second step, ,if you pass 
your medical examination 
with no abnormal findings, is 
to look to your lifestyle. If you 
smoke, stop. A fitness 
program is a good idea. 
Perhaps a full eight hours of 
sleep a night is useful and 
necessary for you to feel your 
best. 
Look at your social life and 
goals. Everyone needs 
something to look forward to. 
It is amazing how much 
energy a person will have if he 
suddenly finds out he is going 
on a trip he wanted to make or 
to do something else that real­ 
ly interests him. 
Psychological factors are 
closely related to your sense 
, of energy and well being.

Plants in the home... 
Anthurium plants in water 


by elvin McDonald 


A couple of years ago, 1 left my apart­ 
ment in the care of a friend and went off 
on an extended business trip. From the 
looks of the plants, I think my friend 
forgot to water them until 1 called from 
the airport to announce my return. 
When, a few months later, I had to go 
away on a similar jaunt, I asked another 
friend, who is more into plants, to do the 
watering. And I called home every few 
days just to be sure there were no lapses 
of memory. 
This time, I returned to plants that 
looked healthier than ever, with the ex­ 
ception of a big heart-leaf flowering 
anthurium. It had been growing in a pot 
filled with a mixture of osmunda fiber, 
sphagnum peat moss, sand and charcoal 
chips. 
Now I found it looking as well as 
before, but with the roots washed clean 
and suspended in a 20-inch glass bubble 
bowl almost filled with water; in the 
bottom there were a few chunks of what 
appeared to be charcoal. Well, I couldn’t 
imagine what would possess my friend to 
deal so drastically with the anthrium un­ 
til I found a note which said, in part, that 
I should go look at the plants growing in 
water at Tiffanys. 
The next day, I took my friend’s advice 
and sure enough, I found a display of 
beautiful foliage plants, all growing in 
vases, bowls and bottles of various sizes 
filled with water. Among them was an 
anthurium exactly like mine, which 
made me feel considerably better. 
Since then, my anthurium has con­ 
tinued to thrive in water and I’ve been 
trying the same kind of culture on other 
plants. Of course. I’ve been rooting cut­ 
tings of all kinds in glasses of water 
since I was a child, but th 
as been my 
first experience in actually growing 
plants this way. I am constantly amazed 
at how well some of them do with vir­ 
tually no care for months on end. 
Here's how my system works; I use 
almost any glass container that holds 
two cups of water or more and has a neck 
large enough to accommodate a stem but 
small enough to hold the plant upright. I 
place a few chunks of horticultural char­ 
coal in the bottom; these help keep the 
water fresh for long periods of time. 
Then I fill the container with water that 
has been allowed to stand overnight in a 
pail so that some of the chemical 
purifiers can evaporate. 
The final step is to add the plant. Aside 
from coleus, wandering Jew. sweet 
potato, dracaena, and Sweidsh-ivy, I’ve 
had the best luck growing fibrous-root­ 
ed (as opposed to tuberous-rooted) 
members of the Aroid Family in water; 
these include Chinese evergreen or 
anglaonema, anthurium, dumbcane or 
dieffenbachia. m onstera, syngonium 
(also called nephthytis or T rileaf 
Wonder», philodendron, scindapsus or 


pothos and spathiphyllum. 
To prepare a soil-grown plant for 
water culture, remove it from the pot, 
crumble away most of the soil and wash 
the roots as clean as possible, without 
breaking or bruising them, in tepid 
water. Now submerge the roots in a 


water-filled container, being certain that 
no leaves are below the water line. 
Place the plant in the kind of light it 
requires normally and that’s all there is 
to it. Ideally, the water should be 
changed mice a month, at which time you 
can add a little chemical fertilizer mixed 


at about one-sixth the strength recom­ 
mended for soil-grown plants. In prac­ 
tice. I get around to changing the water 
and adding fertilizer about every three 
or four months and my plants have 
grown well enough to satisfy me. Of 
course, I do add water occasionally when 
I notice that an inch or two has 
evaporated from the container. 
If you travel frequently and don’t want 
to depend on a plantsitter, growing your 
plants in water can solve the problem — 
provided you select the right kinds, 
many of which I have already suggested. 
My anthurium, for example, is growing 
in a two-gallon jug which I find can go for 
as long as three months without requir­ 
ing additional water. 


Q. I’ve heard there are some chemical 
granules on the market that may be mix­ 
ed with potting soil to keep bugs off 
plants. Is there such a thing? 
A. Yes. What you have in mind is a 
systemic pesticide. One such product, 
Bonide, which contains Di-Syston, is ap­ 
plied at the rate of one teaspoon to a six- 
inch pot. When the granules are mixed 
into the top soil and w atered in 
thoroughly, the plant becomes toxic to 
red spider-mite. white fly, aphid, thrips 
and soft brown scale. A similar product 
from Ortho, called Rose and 
flower 
Care, also includes an 8-12-4 fertilizer. 
Systemics should not be used on any herb 
or other plant that you eat, however. 
Q. Is it true that milk is good for 
polishing the leaves of plants? 
A Yes. it will make leathery, smooth 
leaves shine, but no, I don’t recommend 
milk for this purpose. The grease in it 
clogs leaf pores and attracts dust and 
grime. If you water-mist your plants 
frequently and give them a shower in the 
sink or tub occasionally, the leaves will 
have a far more natural shine than from 
any com m ercial product or home 
remedy.

items for today’s collectors. 
Prints have gained in pop­ 
ularity for several reasons. 
The law of supply and demand 
has had a lot to do with it. 
“The supply of great art 
(contemporary art excepted 
to some extent) is absolutely 
limited,” Goldman explained. 
Prices naturally rise in the 


competition for a limited 
supply. 
Collectors including 
museums have turned to 
prints to fill the gaps in their 
total collections, he said. “In 
the last 30 years the number 
of museums in the United 
States has increased almost 
tenfold, as has the number of 
university art collections.” 
Although prints are 
“multiple , they are still 
limited in number. Today’s 
prints are usually numbered 
editions. Older prints are 
limited by the fact that the 
original plate or block from 
which the prints were made 
could only be used to print a 
small number before the plate 
deteriorated and clarity was 
lost. 
Because it is a media of 
multiples, the public has had 
more exposure to prints as op­ 
posed to one-of-a-kind art ex­ 
pressions.

900 megahertz: airwave of the future 


(ED ITO R’S NOTE: Ink 
Dipper (KYZ-S919) it the 
editor of The CB Times- 
Joanna I.) 
Motorola has field-tested a 
high frequency radio that may 
be the basic model for the CB 
unit of the future. ~ 
The radio, operating just 
above 900 megahertz (com­ 
pared to 27 megahertz for pre­ 
sent CB), has surprised 
federal officials who observed 
its operation. The unit, with 
four watts and operating on 
AM, has almost the same 
range as a comparable 27- 
megahertz CB. 
Field tests for the radio 
were conducted in the Chicago 
and Washington, D.C. areas 
late in 1976 and early this 
year. More tests will probably 
be made under spring-time 
conditions. 
A m ove to the 900- 
megahertz range is one 
proposal for avoiding non- 
radio interference and skip. 
The higher frequency range 
does not pick up interference 
from electric lines and 
similar energy fields. And 
skip is non-existent on the 
range. 
No price studies have been 
made on the unit, which is a 
“ brass board” model, a unit 
put together on a non­ 
production chassis. One es­ 
timate is that the unit might 
not cost more than 50 per cent 
above production costs from 
present 27-megahertz units.

Motorola’s unit might be an 
indication that 900-megahertz 
CBs could be built at prices 
competitive in today’s CB 
market. 
Although Motorola isn’t 
releasing exact results of the 
tests, federal sources said the 
900-megahertz unit did well 
when operating under the 
same conditions as a 27- 
megahertz unit. 
Engineers from both the 
FCC and the White House Of­ 
fice of Telecommunications 
Policy (OTP) saw the radio in 
operation. The FCC granted a 
temporary operating permit 
for the special rigs. The OTP 
is interested in the Motorola 
experiments because of the 
political implications revolv­ 
ing around the next channel 
expansion. 
OTP has been reviewing 
possible frequency areas for 
the next channel expansion 
and has found that there is lit­ 
tle space left under 900- 
megahertz for the next move, 
and taking space from other 
radio services would cause 


controversy. However, there 
is adequate space above 900, 
and OTP engineers would like 
to be able to recommend that 
the next CB expansion be 
made there. 
OTP does not set policy, but 
it makes recommendations to 
the FCC and is sometimes in­ 
volved in negotiations when 


frequency space is alloted. 
One of the drawbacks for 
the 900-megahertz CB system, 
some engineers have said, 
would be the line-of-sight 
characteristics of the higher 
frequencies. On 27-megahertz, 
the radio waves follow the 
contour of the earth, while on 
900 they generally move in a 
straight line. 
But federal engineers tak­ 
ing part in the tests said that 
the 900-megahertz AM waves 
seemed to have more range 
than had been expected. 
Testing was done from car 
to car, using two of the ex-

Designers mount fashion frame-up?

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
It’s no optical illusion that big 
name designers, apparently 
not content seeing their 
signatures 
on 
nearly 
everything from blazers to 
jewelry to bedroom sheets, are 
now giving the eye to men’s 
eyeglasses 
With the recent boom in 
eyew ear, 
even 
non­ 
clairvoyants can envision the 
attraction of the designers: 
Profit. 
It’s been said that adding a 
designer logo on the frame’s 
temple automatically doubles 
the price. Not necessarily. 
"The same frame might 
cost about $40 in one outlet, 
175 in another,’’ notes one 
marketer of designer frames. 
“ Markup policies vary from 
optician to optician. A 
designer frame may only cost 
about 10 per cent more than a 
similar, non-designer style, or 
much, much more.’’ 
Prestige usually has its 
price. One optical store 
manager notes that a 
classically-shaped men’s 
frame — in the industry, it’s 
simply called a P-3 — with the 
Polo logo of Ralph Lauren 
costs |50, while a "nearly 
identical frame,” according 
to this source, sells at half the 
price. The Polo frame outsells 
the other. Apparently some 
men are willing to pay for 
prestige, with design secon­ 
dary. 
In general, the price of 
designer men’s frames ranges 
between *35-*50 But the most 
expensive frames likely to be 
found anywhere are those of 
genuine tortoise shell, which 
sell for upwards of $200 sans 
designer affiliation. 
The designer impetus in 
men’s eyewear began when a 
Christian Dior ophthalmic 
line for men was introduced in 
spring 1973. In January, 1974, 
Pierre Cardin made his en­ 
trance. Following came 
Hubert de Givenchy, Oscar 
De La Renta, Guy La Roche, 
Ralph Lauren and Yves Saint 
Laurent, among others. Yet, a 
major New York optical chain 
— Meyrowitz Opticians — 
reports that in January of this 
year, at most only 10 per cent 
of its sales in men’s frames 
were in designer numbers, as 
opposed to a 33 per cent figure 
in women’s designer frames 
"Men are much less suscep­ 
tible to designer names,” says 
E. R. McClune, Meyrowitz’s 
vice president. “ Men don’t 
specifically ask for them, 


whereas women do. On the 
other hand, for both sexes, the 
current trend is to draw atten­ 
tion to the glasses, not away 
from them as in years past. 
The big boost to fashion 
eyewear didn’t originate with 
designers. After all, most 
designer frames aren’t 
designed by designers anyway. 
But it can be traced six or 
seven years back to the time 
kids spontaneously started 
wearing large wire frames. 
That’s not the fashion now. of 
course, but the phenomenon 
put glasses in a new light. 
Larger, plastic frames have 
been the most popular lately, 
although the trend will 
probably be toward slightly 
smaller frames soon.” 
Yet, even though this pic­ 
ture hardly suggests howling 
successes for designer men’s 
frames, within the last year 
th e re ’s 
been 
much 
bandwagon-jumping. Bill 
Blass recently introduced a 
men's eyewear line that will 
be seen in stores shortly. 
Halston’s eyewear for men 
will be available at retail this 
spring. Prince Egon Von 
Furstenberg (Diane’s former 
husband; Diane is already 
making it big in women’s 
eyewear) is lending his name 
to an upcoming men’s 
eyewear line. So is Stanley 
Blacker, the low-profile 
menswear designer whose 
name doesn’t conjure a face, 
although maybe the name 
alone will do the trick after 
this summer’s introduction. 
Geofrey Beene’s men’s 
frames should be in stores 
come October. 
Does the eyewear industry 
need all these designer 
names? 
"Eyewear is experiencing 
rapid growth,” states Pierre 
Cardin, who has an eyewear 


company bearing his name. 
"Any designer who appeals to 
the public, continues to be 
creative and can market his 
or her products and ideas can 
be successful.” 
But are designer frames 
necessary to begin with? 
“ You’re not up-to-date if 
you don’t have a designer 
line," asserts Ed Kauz, presi­ 
dent of Renaissance Eyewear 
which markets the Yves Saint 
Laurent line. "Overall, the 
men’s market is more conser­ 
vative than the women’s, so 
there is some catching up to 
do in eyewear. Men have a 
desire to be ’individual,’ but 
often lack the confidence to 
express themselves. A 
designer frame helps a man 
feel he’s a cut above the 
crowd, gives him a sense of in­ 
dividuality. Within the last 
two years, men have become 
much more aware of 
designers If we’d introduced 
the YSL line four years ago, 
instead of spring ’75, we’d 
have fallen flat.” 
Although most distributors 
of designer eyewear talk about 
fashion, function and fit 
should not be underestimated. 
If a frame is uncomfortable, 
who cares how smart it looks? 
Most designer frames come 
only in two sizes, so if a man 
likes a particular style, he 
may be out of luck as far as fit 
goes This has led Bill Blass, 
in his eyewear collection, to 
stress “ fittabbility” (a 
registered name playing up 
his “ BB” logo). Of the two 
styles suitable for men, one 
comes in eight sizes, the other 


in four. The big goggle frame 
comes with enlarged nose 
pads to distribute the frame’s 
weight more evenly on the 
nose. Another atypical move 
by Blass was to forsake his 
“ BB” monogram in favor of 
an entirely new logo — a 
silver buckle — on the temple 
to identify his frames. Other 
designer logos range from 
subtle to over-sized. 
"There isn’t a lot you can do 
in designing eyewear,” says 
Tom Taylor, vice president of 
Bill Blass, “ you’re restricted 
by materials, and certainly 
ophthalmic glasses can’t be 
zany. So we decided to go very 
lightweight and tried to make 
the most comfortable frames 
possible.” 
Unfortunately, it’s not easy 
to determine if eyeglasses fit 
well or not. “ An empty frame 
always feels comfortable,” 
notes one optician. “ A man 
must be guided for fit and also 
for the cosmetic look. Most 
often people select frames 
that don’t look good on them. 
Why? I don’t know. Maybe 
they just can’t see themselves 
clearly.” 


About well-fitting frames 
fitting the face, Marilyn Hoff­ 
man, director of sales for 
Pierre Cardin Eyewear, says: 
"There are two themes for 
choosing frames. The first is 
that frame shape should be 
selected according to the 
shape of the face, so that the 
frame contrasts with the face. 
For example, if the face is 
square,
